We  have  had  some 
terrific  help  from  Tim  Taysen,  who  is  coordinating  the  show. 

He’s  even  offered  to  shuttle  people  to  hotels.  What  more  could  we 
ask!  Please  let  me  know  if  you  plan  to  attend.  As  usual,  we’ll 
order  a  light  luncheon  and  need  a  head  count.  Jan  Henke  #302, 
who  has  relatives  in  the  area,  can  act  as  tour  guide  extraordinaire! 
Lou  and  Alice  Kretovics  have  already  scheduled  a  stop  at  the 
casino  in  Council  Bluffs!  Alice,  as  I  recall,  really  ‘cleaned  up'  at 
the  slot  machines  at  our  convention  in  Las  Vegas! 


We  have  several  proposals  for  the  2000  convention.  Please  give 
these  ideas  some  thought,  and  get  back  to  us  with  your  preference 
by  July  1.

We  have  talked  about  going  to 
a  collectibles  show  before,  but  it  has  never  happened  It  sounds 
like  fun,  and  it  might  be  a  way  to  attract  more  members  than  we've 
been  able  to  do  at  coin  shows. 


Another  option  would  be  to  go  to  the  Sacrament  Coin  Club  fall 
show,  which  is  held  in  October  Jan  Henke  #302  has  done  some 
research  on  this  show,  and  he  recommends  it,  along  with  Phil  &\  i 
Asher  #421.  They  note  that  Old  Sacramento  has  many  nice  shops 
and  an  excellent  Railroad  Museum.  Sutter’s  Fort  is  also  nearby. 
Natalie  Herr  #377  would  be  an  excellent  resource  for  1ASAC, 
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since  her  husband  David  is  President  of  SCC.  The  club  could 
provide  a  free  meeting  room  for  us,  and  would  like  to  host  our 
annual  meeting.

The  International  Association  of  Silver  Art  Collectors  (IASAC)  was  founded  in  January,  1985,  to  foster  friendship  and  promote  aware¬ 
ness  and  trade  among  the  community  of  silver  art  collectors,  dealers  and  producers.  The  club  was  originally  called  the  International 
Association  of  Silver  Bar  Collectors  (IASBC),  however  the  name  was  changed  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  organization  in  August,  1985, 
to  include  round  collectors  as  well. 

The  club  was  conceived  over  talks  at  the  kitchen  table  of  Steve  and  Agnes  Rood  in  January,  1985.  One  of  the  organizers  and  the  first 
President  of  the  club  was  Ed  Lantz  of  Bryan,  Ohio.  In  1986,  Will  Rossman  of  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  became  President,  and  from  1987  to 
1989,  Duane  Spellman  of  Winnetka,  California,  ran  the  club  single-handedly.  A  new  slate  of  officers  took  charge  in  1989,  and  Steve  M.  Rood 
of  Harrison  Township,  Michigan,  served  as  President  until  1995,  when  Jim  Best  of  Lakeland,  Florida,  was  elected  President.  He  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Michelle  Burke  of  Los  Angeles,  California  in  1997.  Other  officers  include  Richard  DeVries  of  Portage,  Michigan  -  Vice-President 
and  Nancy  Yee  of  Seattle,  Washington  -  Secretary/Treasurer.  Charles  Diehl  of  Rockford,  Illinois,  became  Historian  in  1998  on  the  death  of 
Charter  Member  Bill  Cassin. 

Trustees  of  the  organization  are  Harvey  Chew  of  Seattle,  Washington;  Doug  Jennings  of  Petersburg,  Michigan;  Archie  Kidd  of  Erlanger, 
Kentucky;  Louis  Kretovics  of  Lorain,  Ohio;  and  Duane  Spellman  of  Winnetka,  California. 

Trustee  Duane  Spellman  is  Editor  of  the  club  newsletter,  The  Silver  Bugle,  which  is  published  six  times  per  year  in  February,  April,  June, 
August,  October  and  December.  The  Bugle  provides  a  forum  for  members  to  meet  and  trade  silver  art  with  one  another.  Members  are 
urged  to  participate  by  sending  in  newsworthy  articles  and  profiles  of  themselves  for  publication. 

The  IASAC  annually  produces  either  a  silver  ingot  or  round  for  its  members,  alternating  between  shapes.  The  designs  relate  to  the  location 
of  the  yearly  meeting  or  a  significant  historical  event.  Club  units  have  been  designed  by  various  club  members  in  competition,  with  the  win¬ 
ner  receiving  the  first  strike  of  the  medal,  serial  numbered  "000*.  The  IASAC  strikings  are  pictured  together  on  the  reverse  of  this  sheet,  as 
well  as  in  the  Revised  Supplement  to  the  5th  Edition  of  An  Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars.  The  foremost  reference  guide  for  silver 
art,  the  book  was  published  in  1993  by  Archie  J.  Kidd  and  edited  by  Steve  M.  Rood  and  Nancy  Yee. 

The  club  logo  (pictured  above)  was  designed  by  Cris  Drugan,  son  of  the  first  club  Secretary  Judy  Drugan  of  Kent,  Ohio.  The  logo  incorpo¬ 
rates  both  the  round  and  rectangle,  with  the  globe  signifying  the  international  aspect  of  the  club  and  the  olive  branch  unifying  the  design. 

The  IASAC  meets  annually  in  conjunction  with  a  major  coin  show  in  a  different  part  of  the  country  so  that  as  many  members  as  possible 
have  a  chance  to  attend  at  one  time  or  another.  Meeting  sites  have  included:  Las  Vegas,  Cincinatti,  Denver,  Baltimore,  Long  Beach, 
Charlotte,  Milwaukee,  Chattanooga,  Dallas,  Seattle  and  Pittsburgh.
